ETHNIC HERITAGE 
BILL IN SENATE 


WASHINGTON 一 IThe 1971 
Ethnic Heritage Studies Center 
Act，a bill introduced by Sen. 
Richard S$S. Schweiker (及 .-Pa.), has 
been approved by the committee 
on labor and public welfare and 
sent to the Senate as part of the 
Education Amendments of 1971 
(S. 659). 

Among co-sponsors of the bill are 
the two Hawaiian senators,， Hiram 
Fong (R) and Daniel Inouye (D),as 
well as Tunney (Calif.), Percy and 
Stevenson (Tl), Scott (Pa.), Nelson

chapters are located. 

The bi authorizes the Office of 
Education to_ establish guidelines 
and regulations for ethnic heritage 
studies centers to be operated by 
non-profit public or Private educa- 
tional agencies or institutions, 

Each center is expected to de- 
velop curriculum materials for use 
in ，elementary and secondary 


schools, train personnelto use such ， 


materials, disseminate the material 


and cooperate with other centers.

California was officially admitted to the Union Sep- 
tember 9, 18530. Tomorrow we celebrateher 121st.Ad: 
mission Day anmniverSsary. 

The Chinese played a Significant role in developing CalL- 
iftornia's_ economy esbecially in the fields of tranSporta- 
tion, agriculture and industry， 

They helped build the Transcontinental Railroad, plant 
vineyards in the wine coOuntry, coristruct stone bridges， 
IOCK wallsand wine cellers. They reclaimed swamp land， 
creating rich fertile farms in the delta region. They Pion- 
eered the fishing industry, including shrimp and abalone. 
They worked in the gold, silver and borax mines. 

The Chinese were here before California became 3 
state. Yet, State Supreme Court Decisions and State Legis- 
lative acts denied suffrage rights to the Chinese until 1904. 

Negroes were allowed to vote when the 15th Amend- 
ment became federal law in 1870. The Chinese still could 
not vote. 


Chinese testtmonies in court was prohibited by an act 
passed in 18530. Not until the 14th Amendment and Civil 
Rights Act of 1875 did they gained testimony rights. 

Not until 1943, during World War II were Chinese Immi- 
grants given equal naturalization and voting rights， 

The Chinese pioneers who “borne the heat of the day” 
endured humiliation and discriimmination. hrough perseveT- 
ance they Overcdme adversitiesto win reSspect and pave the 
Way for today's Chinese，

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GUERRILLA WARFARE 


FOR POLITICAL CHANGE 


EAST LANSING，Mich.--The 
major instrument for political 
change in the modern world is 
guerrilla warfare. 

A Michigan State University poli- 
tical scientist and the president of 
the Central Police College, Taipei， 
have used this assumption as the 
basis for their collaboration on the 
“Theory and Practice of Modern

Asia Publishing House. 

Baljit Singh，assistant dean of 
Michigan State's College of. Social 
Science，and 开 o-wang Mei，an 
active participantin the war against 
Mao Tse-tung's guerrillas in China 
andnowhead of Taiwan's principal 
Police academy，found a mutual 
interest in unconVventional warfare 
during the jlatter's two years of 
study at MSU's School of Criminal 
Justice between 1963 and 1965. 

“During and since the Second 
World War, almost half the world's 
Population has been affected by 
this revolutionary ,process,” the 
authors explain in their preface.

EFFORTS AT RESEGREGATION 

In spite of increasing acceptance 
of the Chinese in the public schools 
there were still racist elements who 
awaited a chance to reimpose segre- 
gation. In April 1926，a North 
Beach improveiment club propo8sed 
Segxregation for the Chinese chil- 
dren attending -Francisco Junior 
Hgh School. Eight years later，in 
November 1934，a North Beach 
civic club again asked that an 
abandoned schoolhouse，already 
condemned as unsafe and unfit,be 
refitted and that all Chinese chil- 
dren be sent there. Again in March 
1935，a whbite girl was found to be 
pregnant and immediately the 
charge was Iade that a Chinese 
boy was Tesponsible. Segregation 
was demanded in no uncertain 
terms。 However，a_ juvenile court 
investigation absolved the Chinese 
from any blame,， and the segrega- 
tionists were sjilenced. 

THE LEGACY 
Although the_ situation for the 


Chinese had improved consider- 
ably by the 1930s, de facto segrega- 
tion still confined most of the 
Chinese to the several schools near 
Chinatown. This segregation had a 


stifling effect upon the develop-. 


ment of many Chinese children of 
that area， The education ,they 
Teceived was often ipferior in 
quality, as is common in segregated 
schools. The lack of social contact 
with people of other ethnic groups 
made 让 difficult for them to 
acquire an understanding of Ameri- 
can Society. Most children seldom 
spoke English of came into contact 
with English-speaking ”People. 
Characteristically for many the 
Imastery of English is only fair in 
spite of their going through the 
public school system. 

The writer can attest to this from 
Personal experience，for he went 
through ”Commodore StocKkton， 
Francisco,， and Galileo, all schools 
attended by many Chinatown chil- 
den.， When he first enrolled in 
gammar school he knew hardly a 
word of English, so much so that 
whben the teacher announced a 
holiday，he was completely in the 
dark as to what she was saying.

iwho were in China in the late 
century spoke of Li Hung 
上 as a patriot，who loved his 
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country and wanted to see her 
develop on modern lines until she 
became prosperous and great.They 
said he respected foreigners，1lis- 
tened to their suggestions，gained 
knowledge from them and applied 
it in public_affairs. He encouraged 
Imissionaries to_ establish hospitals 
and clinics. He founded a college at 
Tien-tsin and placed an American 
Imijssionary educator at the head of 
it. During all of the twenty years 
(1881 to 1901) of his rule over 
Chih-li Province (where Peking and 
Tientsin are located) as viceroy, he 
Proved himself tobealearned man， 
a broad-minded man, a wise states- 
man,， a geat man. Those who had 
an intimate acquaintance with him: 
learned that he was born of a poor 
family in Ho-fei County，Anhui 
Province in 1823. As a youth he 
had the good fortune of living 
among the cultured. Successively 
and successfully he Passed all the 
Civil service _ examinations and at- 
tained the highest literary honors. 
Then he entered upon a long 
scholar-official career, - ip the 
course of which he flled several 
high imperial offices, especially the 
office of the Viceroy of Chih-li 
with headquarters at Tientsin。 

For several years Japan disputed 
with China on the status of the 
Liuchiu (Ryukyu) Islands. In 1879 
the dispute came to a head. At this 
juncture，General Ulysses S. Grant 
in his trip around the world for 
Tecreation happened to arrive at 
Tsientsin。 He was Teceived there 
with royal honors by the Grand 
Secretary of State Li Hung Chang， 
who entertained the distinguished 
Visitor with a sumptuous banquet. 
In the course of after-dinner con- 
versation Li Hung Chang spokeat 
length of the Liuchiu (了 Ryukyu) 
problem and sought Grant's advice. 
Grant suggested that those islands 
be divided-between China and Ja- 
pan. Both China and Japan agreed 
to act as he advised, but, in 1881， 
by aclevermaneuver of diplomacy， 
Japan succeeded in reasserting her 
claim of dominion over the whole 
group of islands. IThis certainly 
gave Li Hung Chang a heavy head- 


ache. He was in an agony of great' 


SoOrrow when Japan incited a war 
with China in 1894. 

It is said that Japan incited a war 
with China in order to demonstrate 
her military prowess to the Powers 
so as to achieve her own position of 
equality with them. The other mo- 
tive was that Japan was afraid 
Korea might fall into the hands of a 
Western Power and hence .Japan's 
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integrity and independence would 
be threatened, and therefore Japan 
must fight against China for the 
independence of Korea, which for 
miany centuries was a vassal state of 
the Celestial Empire. 

The war was terminated on 
March 15, 1895. Humiliated China 
sent Li Hung Chang to Shimono- 
Seki to sign the treaty of peace-. 
There he was shot by a Japanese 
who came close to his chair and 
fired at bis face. The bullet lodged 
in his left cheek but failed to Kill 
him。 After receovering 他 om his 
wound，he signed the Treaty of 
Shimonoseki (on April 17, 1895). 
China was constrained to recognize 
Korea's independence，to cede to 
Japan the Liaotung peninsula, For- 
mosa and the Pescadores and to 
pay a_ heavy indemnity of many 
millions of dollars. 

In 1896 the seventy-three-year- 
old hardy statesman Li Hung 
Chang made a good-will tour in the 
Principal nations of Europe and in 
the United States，The govern- 
Iments of Russia, Germany，EFrance 
and Great Britain received him 
with cordiality. In spring of the 
following year he and his retinue 
arrived at Washington. He thanked 
the American government for the 
invaluable services rendered his 
country by the distinguished law- 
yer Col. John W,.EFoster of Indqiana， 


Who served as special adviser to 


China during the Sino-Japanese 
war and by the wise diplomat Col. 
Charles Denby Jr.，thenssecretary 
of the American Legation in Peking 
and 下.D. Cheshire，the master 
interpreter. Both Denby Jr. and 
Cheshire were well-versed in Chi- 
nese history and culture and both 
spoke Mandarin Chinese perfectly. 
The venerable statesman honored 
them as his precious, extraordinary 
American friends. 

While in the United States he 
wanted to pay his-respects to an 
extraordinary American friend in 
his resting Place in New York, and 
so on that memorable May day in 
1897,， he went there and planted a 
tree which，to Alexander Pope as 
well as to Li Hung Chang,“is a 
nobjler object than a prince im his 
coronation robes.”Perhaps he re- 
membered his experience in St. 
Petersburg a year ago when he 
attended the coronation of Czar 
Nicholas II. 

The story is told that whbile Li 
Hung Chang was on his way to 
Grant's tomb in a carriage, a sight- 
Seer rushed up to an Irish police- 
man and asked excitedly: “Who ls 
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Li Hung Chang's tree by Grant's tomb 


it?”The policeman replied: “Why， 


it's that g 杀 eat washerman from 
China.” 
Among the Chinese ljaundryvmen 


in New York there were some who， 


were highly successful in their busi- 
ness not only because of their 
reliability and friendliness but also 
because they were jliterate and 
quite well-versed in old Chinese 
culture. On some special occasion 
they would invite their American 
patrons to their establishment for a 
dinner of many courses，some of 
whlich were colorful and savory 
combinations of meat and vege- 
tables. When asked what the names 
of these combinations were，the 
reply was that the country folks in 
South China usually call them 
CHOP SUEY (literaly meaning 
“mixed pieces”). 

It is said that a thoughtftul and 
wise laundrymarm: ”who himself 
served as the chief cook in his own 
establishment，Pprepared a special 
CHOP SUEY one afternoopn, took 
it to the hotel where His 下 xcel- 
lency Li 再 ung Chang was staying， 
and asked thehotel chef to warm 让 
up and serve it to him.. His 卫 xcel- 
lency was delighted perfectly with 
him，so perfectly that he wished it 
served every day. Inspired by this 
favorable reception the laundry- 
man and his.fellow workers began 
to launch a_new enterprise. They 
opened Chinese restaurants to 
cater for Americans and others. 
Because it was so dejlicately tasty 
and so satisfying In every way when 
eaten with a bowl of hot rice， 
CHOP SUEY was soon in great 
demand. Its popularity made its 
Dame associated with every fancy， 
delectable Chinese dish.
